STOP CONSTABLES AT GATE. 


Suspicious Fire in Grand Stand Alarms 
Officials of the Club. 


A crusade against the Washington park 
racetrack, which may not end, its projectors 
declare, until the state troops have been 
called out to enforce the law, was commenced 
yesterday with the arrest of seven alleged 
bookmakers. 

Only two of the constable force secured en- 
trance to the ground while the races were on, 
and these were unable to serve their war- 
rants until after the last race had been run. 

After the last race excitement was caused 
by the discovery of a suspicious fire. A fire 
bucket in the grand stand had been filled 
with oil and then ignited. 

Had the blaze not been discovered promptly 
it is probable that the costly grand stand 
would have been destroyed, as was the one 
at the Hawthorne track on Decoration day, 
1902. Both fires started after the races. 

The time of the fire is thought by racing 
men to lend color to the theory of incen- 
diarism. They say it may have been an effort 
to frighten the Washington park officials 
into asking for peace. The track was closely 
‘guarded all last night. 


Robert E. Cantwell, attorney for the dis- 
barred horse owners, who are behind the 
racetrack “‘ war,”’ said last evening that the 
constables had been interfered witn anu’ the 
law defied by private detectives, constabies 
in the employment of the racetrack man- 


agers, and city police. 


“If the constables are interfered with 
again,” said Cantwell, ‘‘ I shall appeal to the 
chief of police for their protection. If he 
refuses I shall go to the sheriff, and if he, 
too, withholds relief I shall go to Acting Gov. 
Northcott and ask to have the troops sent 
to the constables’ assistance. When the 
First regiment is marched to the racetrack 
the excitement will make Derby day seem 
like a Sunday school picnic in comparison.” 

Out of the raid grew charges that Capt. 
Michael Foley of the Pinkerton men had as- 
saulted Constable James MclInerney; that 
Inspector Nicholas Hunt had seen the as- 
sault and had not interfered; and that two 
scores of constables employed by the race 
track men inside the grounds had intimidated 
Constables Moses and Biederman.

INGLAUDS AMERICA 


Pays President Unusual Honor 
of Toast at Naval Banquet. | 


SEEKS FOR A CLOSER UNION. 


Weleomes Visiting Officers—Sends Mes- 
sage to Roosevelt. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 9.—King Edward VII. to- 
night paid the unusual compliment of offer- 
ing a toast to President Roosevelt at a din- 
ner given to the officers of the visiting Amer- 
ican fleet at Buckingham palace. 

His hearers were deeply impressed by the 
sincerity of his remarks, which were evi- 
dently intended to show his desire that the 
two nations should move together for the 
peace of the world. When he ceased speak- 
ing the president’s health was drunk by all 
Standing. 

‘ King Edward’s Toast. 

King Edward’s toast was as follows: 

“I lack those gifts of oratory which my 
relative, Emperor William, possesses, never- 
theless I desire to express with sincerity and 
straightforwardness the pleasure of meeting 
Admiral Cotton and his comrades. I bid 
them welcome to England, and assure them 
that the English speaking people al} must 
sincerely welcome them. 

“I propose a toast to the president of the 
United States. I have never met President 
Roosevelt, but I know he is respected by all 
the English as a brave soldier and as an of- 
flcia! of the highest fidelity. I hope that this 
occasion will strengthen the friendship be- 
tween England and the United States.”’ 

As the king resumed his seat the band 
played ‘“ Hail Columbia.”’ Ambassador 
Choate, in a few dignified sentences, thanked 
the king for his expressions, which he said 
he would convey to President Roosevelt. On 
behalf of himself and the American people 
he expressed appreciation of the welcome 
given the American naval officers, and added 
he hoped this internattonal good will would 
jast forever. He then proposed a toast to 
the king, which was appropriately drunk. 


King Sends Message to Roosevelt. 

The king further emphasized his gratifica- 
tion by writing at the table a message to 
President Roosevelit, in which he stated that 
it had given him the greatest pleasure to 
welcome the American squadron. 

King Edward's cordiality made a great im- 
pression on the American officers, who are 
convinced of the desire on the part of Great 
Britain to maintain the closest relations with 
the American republic. 

‘The party then adjourned to an improvised 
smoking room in a balcony over the main 
entrance to the palace, where the king re- 
mained for an hour and a half chatting 
freely. 

Approve of Monroe Doctrine. 

Some of the king's ministers also took ad- 
Vantage of the occasion to impress on the 
American officers their cordial approval of 
the Monroe doctrine and their desire that 
jt be supported by American influence in a 
way which would place it above all criticism.

HER ART BECOMES CLASSIC. 


Jules Huret Says Playsin United States 
Are Childish and Meaningless. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, July 9.—Jules Huret, the well 
known journalist, who is contributing to 
Figaro from the United States articles on 
American life, severely criticises the Ameri- 
can theater from the point of view of art. 
The plays, he says, are childish and mean- 
ingless. They consist generally of a vague 
operetta, which merely is an excuse for much 
dancing. 

This, however, according to Huret’s view, 
is America’s great theatrical achievement. 
He says: 

**On the American stage everybody knows 
how to dance. The American chorus girl 
has resuscitated the art of movement, of 
making the whole body speak with grace, 
charm, and seduction, which is an incom- 
parable combination of song and dance. 
The American style is becoming a classic 
art, replacing that which has reigned for 
centuries, and which now is becoming com-. 
monpiace. 

“The solemn, wearisome ballet has ex- 
isted too long on conventional lines at Paris, 
Milan, St. Petersburg, and Vienne. Efforts 
have been made to rejuvenate it, but it has 
lost all expression for thirty years. 

‘“* Who knows that the American dance will 
not be established in the academies of old 
Europe?’ 

M. Huret predicts that Paris will see next 
year some intelligent director bringing to 
the boulevards American chorus girls of 
subtle hands and agile feet.

In answer to a question Dr. Mazzoni re 
plied:

real danger consisted in the gradual internal 
progress of the insidious disease. 

The mere fact of the consultation in itself 
gave rise to the gioomiest forebodings, In- 
deed, this was the first actual consultation, 
as the previous frequent meetings of the 
doctors were not regarded as formal con- 
sultations. Today, however, Dr. Rossoni, 
the distinguished specialist of the Baccelli 
school, was called into a consultation iasting 
two hours, during which every phase of the 
patient's case was minutely gone over, The 
conciusions announced in the 7:30 o'clock 
bulletin showed that quid is again rapidiy

Doctors Have No Hope. 

Following the issuance of this bulletin the 
doctors freely expressed their personal con- 
victions regarding the extreme gravity of the 
case.

“ As the pope is much touched by the evi- 
dences of sympathy coming to him from all 
parts of the world, Dr. Lapponi showed him 
some of the telegrams which had reached him 
as the /pope’s physician, including the follow- 
ing message from the Rev. Father Cleary, 
which was sent from Erie, Pa.; 

“* Before he dies I wish to see the world 
at peace. God bless him. Do not give him 
up. The world needs him.’ 

“The pontiff was much satisfied. He said: 

“*The Americans have always showed me 
more éffection than any othér people. I love 
them.’ 

“When this incident became known to the 
prelates in the ante-chamber, one of them 
exclaimed: 

“*If the pope lives here is an American 
priest who will not be forgotten. He will 
be made a bishop, at least in the Philippines.’

Death of Mgr. Volpini. 

Mer. Volpini, secretary of the consistorial 
congregation, who was stricken with syn- 
cope yesterday, died early this morning 
shortly after the doctors in attendance had 
announced that all hope of saving his life 
had been abandoned. * 

From the moment he was stricken and fell 
to the floor Mgr. Volpini lost entirely the 
power of speech and the use of the entire 
right side of his body, and he was apparently 
unconscious when he died. It has been ascer- 
tained that the cause of death was cerebral 
congestion. ~ 

The news of the death of Mgr. Volpini was 
carefully kept from the pope throughout the 
day. It was at first feared that it would be 
necessary to inform the pontiff in order that 
Mgr. Volpini’s successor to the office of sec- 
retary of the consistory might be nominated, 
but after discussion by the vatican authori- 
ties it was decided that the precedents ad- 
mittefi of the nomination of a secretary with- 
out the intervention of the pope. The chief 
importance of the position is felt at the time 
of a conclave, so that if it is considered es- 
sential to fill Mgr. Volpini’s place the car- 
dinal camerlengo will designate a secretary of 
the consistory. This procedure will permit 
of the news of Mgr. Volpini’s death being 


| withheld from the pope indefinitely. 


~Realizes End Is Near. | 

That the pope fully realizes that his end 
cannot long be deferred is shown by the at- 
tention he has given during the last few 
days to the details of his final resting place. 
It is well known that he has discussed his 
testamentary dispositions and expressed his 
wishes as to the place and manner of his 
funeral, 

Shortly before he was taken/ ill the pontiff 
repeated to Cardinal Satolli his desire to be 
buried in the Church of 8t. John Lateran. 
The spot he designated is on the left of the 
apse, above the entrance of the sacristy, cor- 
responding to the opposite niches in which 
is the monument erected by himself in 1891 
to Pope Innocent III. It is said that astatue 
of Pope Leo, forming part of the monument, 
has already been made. In other respects 
the tomb will resemble that of Innocent ITl., 
consisting of a sarcophagus, with a bas re- 
lief, two niches, two statues, and two me- 
dallians,

Pontiff Himself. 


MORE TALK OF GIBBONS. 


Baltimore Prelate Seriously Con- 
sidered as a Possible Can- 
didate. |

ROMB, July 9.—The bitter struggle be- 
tween the cardinals for the honor of wearing

Not only did Cardinal Rampolla have an 
interview with Leo XIII. regarding the papal 
succession; but the pope, hoping to avert a 
schism which might injure the church, or- 
dered all the cardinals to assemble at his 
bedside tonight. His collapse late.in the 
afternoon interfered with his plans, and he 
was compelled to limit the interview to Car- 
dinals Oreglia, Gotti, and Volpe. 


Gibbons a Possibility. 

The Italian cardinals are almost hopelessly 
divided, and this fact has led to the serious 
consideration of the name of Cardinal Gib- 
bons of Baltimore as a candidate for the papal 
throne upon which the several factionsin the 
sacred college might unite in the event of a 
deadlock. Cardinal Gibbons is therefore 
brought into the contest. It is asserted that 
he will have the votes of a small group of 
cardinals from the outset, and that if elected 
he- would interrupt the long succession of 
Italian popes with evident benefit to the real | 
interests of the church. 2 

It is noted as significant that the name of 
Cardinal Gibbons has been mentioned fre- 
quently today and that even the newspapers 
of Rome are beginning to discuss his possible 
candidacy. . . : 


‘ Opposition to Gibbons. 

The Tribuna tonight devotes an article to 
Cardinal Gibbons, which ends as follows: 

“ The partisans of Americanism have in the 
past often spoken of Cardinal Gibbons as a 
possible successor to Leo XIII. 

“The idea was for many reasons too dar- 


appeared altogether impossible without the. 
Spanish-American war, which rendered Car- 
dinal Gibbons’ position excessively delicate 
with the Catholics and the remainder of the 
world: He would not be a pope of the two 
American continents, or even an American- 
ist, but pope of the United States, against 
which would rise the Spanish cardinals with 
all the prestige of their indisputable loyalty 
to the apostolic see, and who would have on 
their side the greater part of the Latin car- | 
dinals. 

“This does not mean that in case a con- 
clave is held Cardinal Gibbons will be with- 
out influence. On the contrary, he will have 
power which will be exercised by him with 
wisdom in favor of a candidate who will 
agree with the state of modern civilization.” 


Glad Gibbons Is Coming. 
Gratification was expressed by the Ameri- 
can prelates here on learning that Cardinal 
Gibbons sailed today for Rome. As the con- 
clave will not take place until at least ten 
days after the demise of the pope, his emin- 
ence will arrive in ample time to participate. 
Outside of Americans, Cardinal Gibbons’ 
coming excites widespread interest, as he is 
regarded as the representative of the modern 
progressive spirit of the United States. It 
is recognized that one of the chief issues at 
the conclave will be between the advocates 
of modern progress and the supporters of 
conservative traditions. 


France and Germany Clash. 

The sacred college is split into two hostile 
factions, led respectively by Germany and 
France. Germany is known to favor Gotti 
and France leans toward Rampollaor any 
other cardinal known to be beyond the circle 
of German influence. 

The premature campaigning, which chiefly 
is in behalf of Cardinal Gotti, who has be- 
come known as Emperor William’s candi- 
date, has had the effect of causing serious 
confusion and almost dissension among the 
cardinals. The friends of France especially 


described as the possibility of a Germanized 
pope. 

The French ambassador called at the vati- 
can five times today and consulted with some 
of the cardinals. He pointed out that Car- 
dinal Gotti’s election would finally seal the 
fate of the church officially in France. 


Rampolla Appeals to Leo XIII. 
Cardinal Rampolla, who chiefly ts identi- 
fied with the French interests, was. among 
the cardinals consulted. He has no chance 
of election himself to the papal chair, but 
is credited with controlling ten votes in the 
conclave. 

The canvassing today became so active 
that Rampolla took the extraordinary course 
of king to invoke the influence of the 
dyi ontiff himself. This, it is now known, 
was the subject of Cardinal -Rampolla’s 
hour’s interview with his holinéss this morn- 
ing. It is known also that he succeeded 
in his purpose, whatever it may have been. 
The wonderful mind of the man whose vi- 
tality seems superior to all physical dis- 
abilities seized the occasion to do one more 
service for the church. He ordered all car- 
dinals in Rome to be summoned to assemble 
at his bedside tonight, but the undertaking 
proved too great, even for his indomitable 
will, to carry out. The relapse came and 
he was obliged to limit the interview to two 
or three cardinals. 

The situation, however, has developed 
pretty clearly that it will be impossible to 
elect any cardinal specially indorsed or spe- 
cially opposed by any great European power. 
Hence it is that in view of the almost hope- 
less division among the Italian cardinals 
the suggestion of the election of Cardinal 
Gibbons has been seriously considered. 


United States Is Interested. 

Washington, D. C., July 9.—[{Special. }— 
Great interest is manifested, for the first time 
in history, by the United States government 
in the selection of a successor to the papa! 
chair in the event of the death of Pope Leo 
Owing to the friar land question in the Philip- 
pines it is considered of the utmost impor- 
‘tance that the new pope be friendly towards 
the United States. 

When Gov. Taft went to Rome he had little 
difficulty in securing the active support of 
Pope Leo in an endeavor to convince the 
friars that they should give up their Philip- 
pine property.

OFFER SUBSTITUTE OPIUM BILL. 


Philippine Commission Has Measure 
Prohibiting Its Sale and Use Except 
on Physician’s Certificate.

MANILA, July 9.—The Philippine commis- 
sion today introduced a substitute opium bill, 
prohibiting the sale or use of opium in the 
Philippines except on a physician’s certificate 
and limiting the possession and storage to 
pharmacists.

Secretary Root today granted a hearing to 
Bishop J. M. Thoburn of thé Methodist Epis- 
copal church and Wilbur F. Crofts of the 
International Reform bureau in opposition 
to granting franchises for the importation 
and sale of opium in the Philippine islands.

SHOOT A YOUTH. 


Otto Bauder Attempts to Es- 
cape from Saloon and a — 
Bullet Stops Him. 


IVING OF LOCKJAW NOW. 


Three Boys Succumb toe Tetanus on 
Thursday, Making Four Victims 
This Week and Six Since the Na- 
tional Holiday—Physicians Expect 
to Hear of Many More This Month— 
Two Children Affe Badly Burned by 

G@anmpowder Explosion. | 


The tetanus microbe is gathering Ke an- 
nual “after the fourth” harvest of death. 
Yesterday it garnered in three young lives, 
making @ total of six victims in Ohicago te 
date, and physicians say the reaping hes 
only commenced. The harvest time of the 
bacilli usually commences about four days 
after the holiday and lasts about two weeks. 

Last year’s harvest was fourteen victims 
in July, and, according to reports of the doc- 
tore, this year’s may be greater. The treach- 
erous little germ gathers in its victims 
through the disease familiarly known as 
lockjaw. 

A few days before the fourth a Pittsburg 
scientist discovered that the tetanus germ 
loved best to lurk in the recesses of a blank 
cartridge, and he gave the warning to the 
world. That it was not heeded by the young 
patriote is evident from the reports of Chi- 
cago physicians that there are many cases 
of lockjaw in the city, and that deaths may» 
be reported to the coroner daily for the next 
two weeks or more. 


Waiting for the Returns. 

“We are waiting for the returns, which 
are sure to come,” said Dr. St. Clair Drake 
of the bureau of vital statistics. “They 
have commenced to come in, but we expect 
many more of them. There appears to be 
about the same number each year, no mat- 
ter what efforts are made by the police to 
prevent the use of toy pistols, cannons, or , 
other dangerous fireworks. 

“ The restrictive laws will do little to save 
the youngsters until public sentiment 
changes. The sentiment now is for noise on 
the fourth, and after the noise come the 
deaths from tetanus. All lockjaw cases 
do not terminate fatally and many will not 
develop for from seven to fifteen days. The 
returns will keep coming In until Aug. 1, 
but the greater number will be heard from 
within a week.’’ 


WOUND MAY BE FATAL. 


Holdup Men Pay No Attention 
_ to Victim and Empty the 


Cash Register. — 


With a wounded youth, their victim, cry- 
ing in agony almost at their feet, two rob- 
bers last night proceeded to carry out a 
saloon robbery with as much composure as 
if they had not just endeavored to take a 
human life. 

The victim of the robbers’ bullet was Otto 
Bauder, 19 years old, of 714 Belmont ave- 
nue, and the shooting and robbery took place 
in the saloon of Ernest Spier, 1798 North 
Ashland avenue. Atan early hour this morn- 
ing Bauder was barely alive, and at the 
Alexian Brothers’ hospital, whither he was 
taken, it was sald that he probably would 
not survive. The bullet passed through his 
body. 

Bauder did not oppose the robbers and was 
trying to run out of the saloon when he was 
shot.. The holdup men evidently thought that 
he was going tosummon the police. 


Shoot and Then Rob. 


Bauder, with Ernest Spier, proprietor of 
the saloon, and Herman Linstedt, 1798 North 
Ashiand avenue, were sitting in front of the 
bar talking when a stranger entered and 
asked for a glass of beer. Spier went behind 
the bar to draw the beer when two men, their 
faces hidden by masks, entered at the front 
door. 

They ordered the occupants of the saloon 
to hold up their hands, and Spier and Lin- 
stedt complied. The stranger, however, ran 
for the side door, and Bauder followed him. 
The stranger escaped just as one of the rob- 
bers fired, Bauder falling to the floor. Pay- 
ing no further attention to their victim, the 
robbers ordered the other two men to stand 
ry the wall and keep their hands ele- 
vat 

The man who shot Bauder went behind the 
bar and took $10 from the cash register, 
while the other guarded Spier and Linstedt. 
Them the pockets of the two m were 
searched, $5 being taken from Linstedt and 
a like amount and a revolver from Spier. 
With that they backed out of the saloon. 


Another Saloon Holdup. 


With handkerchiefs tied over thefr faces 
two men entered the saloon of Thomas Hef- 
ferman, 889 Ogden avenue, Wednesday 
night shortly before midnight and held up 
the proprietor and George Carter, 895 Ogden 
avenue. From the saloonkeeper the robbers 
secured $25, while Carter lost $30 and a gold 
watch. An hour after the robbery John 
Coffey and John Sherman was arrested.

We used the utmost dis- 
cretion, letting only those have it whom 
we knew to be in actual need. Children and 
old people made up the bulk of the appli- 
cants.”’

This com- 
mittee will conduct the investigation which 
is the result of the resolution passed by the 
city council last Monday night.

equipped to make. It will be at liberty to 
conduct the inquiry on whatever lines it de- 
cides.”’ 

The investigation will be divided into the 
following sections: 

Collection of information regarding the increase 
in price. 

‘aceerteining whether the advance was uniform 
or applied so as to discriminate between different 
clasges of consumers. 

Examination of conditions of supply and de- 
mand to determine whether the increase in price 
was due to natural causes or to the arbitrary action 
of those in the trade. 

Inquiry into the relations of companies engaged 
in the ice business to determine whether the in- 
crease in price was due to joint or individual! action. 

There will be a meeting of the committee 
this afternoon In the office of the corporation 
counsel, at which President John 8. Field of 
the Knickerbocker company has promised to 
be presefit. This meeting will be public.

New York, July 9.—[Special.]—Bight deaths 
and many prostrations from heat was the 
record of this, the hottest day in two years 
or since July 2, 1901. This latter date was 
the hottest day in the hottest month since 
the local weather bureau opened in 1871. 
The official record of that day two years 
ago was 99 degrees. Today it ran up to 4 
degrees at 4 o'clock this afternoon.

At Kingston 
the thermometer registered 120 degrees in 
the sun and 100 in the shade. Utica reported 
the hottest day of the season, the tempera- 
ture being 94 at 4 p. m. and 80 at midnight. 
It averaged 94 in the shade at Schnectady, 
while at Syracuse it was 96 In the shade at 
2 o'clock p. m.

DEATH REMAINS MYSTERY 


AUTOPSY’ ON WILLIAM J. BEST 
3 SHOWS NO PROOF. 


Removal of Organs from Body Pre- 
vents Chemists from Making Exam- 
imation—Demise Not Due to Apo- 
plexy, as Stated by Dr. John D. 
Woods, on Whom Suspicion Falls— 
Latter and His Wife Leave Atlantic 
City and Police Send Out Alarm. 


New York, July 9.—[Special.]—Beyond the 
fact that the death of William J. Best at San 
Rafael, Cal., while he was visiting a Dr. John 
D. Woods, was not caused by apoplexy, as 
Dr. Woods stated in the death certificate, 
the autopsy performed on Best's body, which 
was exhumed at Caldwell, N. J., on Wednes- 
day, failed to furnish any conclusive evi- 
dence of the theory of foul play held by 
Best’s sons here. ' 

The reason for this, according to Dr. Will- 
lam McKenzie, the county physician, and 
these who assisted him in performing the 
autopsy, is because the stomach, lungs, and 
intestines had been removed from body 
and replaced with sawdust. This is an old 
method of undertakers in preparing bodies 
for shipment to distant points. 


Action Was Not Unusual. 
According to advices from San Francisco, 
the undertaker who prepared Best’s body for 
burial says that he removed the organs and 
put in sawdust, and that such treatment was 
necessary and not at all unusual. Alfred 


and Charlies Sumner Beét, sons of the dead | 


man, were so informed by the doctors who 
performed the autopsy, but the Bests seemed 
to think today that the removal of the miss- 
ing organs is suspicious. ; 

Dr. Willlam McKenzie forwarded his re- 
port today to San Rafael. He said that on 
account of the missing organs there was no 
way of telling from what Best died. — 


Poison Story Untrue. 


Dr. McKenzie declared that the organs 
which the undertaker said he removed are 
the only ones in which traces of an irritant 
poison woflld be shown. Both Chemist Bald- 
win and Dr. McKenzie said today that not 
even a preliminary analysis had been made 
of any organ found in the body and thata 
statement made by the Bests that they had 
found traces of an irritant poison is entirely 
untrue. 

Chemist Baldwin, who has the other organs 
found In the body, will not make an analysis 
of them, which would tak@ several weeks, 
unless ordered to do so by the California au- 
thorities. The Bests received a telegram to- 
day from District Attorney Boyd of San 
Rafaél telling them that a warrant had been 
issued for the arrest of Dr. Woods for grand 
larceny and adding that if the result of the 
autopsy warranted it a charge of murder 
would be added. This was sent before the 
report of the autopsy reached San Rafael. 
It is hardly likely that a murder charge will 
be made unless other evidence is found there. 
Alfred Best said he understood, however, 
such evidence had been found. 


Police Send Out Alarm. , 

In spite of the result of the autopsy a 
general alarm was sent out tonight by In- 
spector McClusky for the arrest of Dr. John 
D. Woods and Alice Cloy Woods, his wife. 
There is no trace of the couple since they 
left their hotel in Atlantic City last Monday. 
The action of the inspector is based on a com- 
plaint made by Charles Sumner and Alfred 
S. Best, who visited police headquartersand 
alleged that-they had found various articles 
which had belonged to their father in the 
apartments of Dr. Woods in the Atlantic 
City hotel. 

Alfred Best said: “I am convinced that 
my father met some kind of foul play and I 
expect to hear any minute that more serious 
charges have been made by the district at- 
torney at San Rafael.” 

Mrs. Robert Cooper of 488 Gates avenue, 
Brooklyn, an aunt of Dr. Woods, said that he 
was a former minister and the same man who 
offered to testify in favor of a doctor here 
for $1,000. Mrs. Cooper said that Woods 
practiced medicine in Chicago ten years ago 
and that: he married a Miss Mann of Buf- 
falo, who afterward got a divorce when 
Woods ran away with anotherwoman. This 
woman, Mrs. Cooper says, is now with him. 

Servant Gives a Clew. 

Rafael, Cal., July 9.—Minnic Meghetti, 
on me a servant in the Woods family for 
six months prior to the demise of Col. Best, 
stated that she saw Dr. Woods give Besta 
hypodermic injection of some drug. Shortly 
after he. began growing weaker and soon be- 
eame unconscious, never regaining his 
genses.

RIO? GUARDS WITHDRAW 


MILITIA SENT FROM EVANSVILLE 
ON GOVERNOR’S ORDER. 


City Will Be Left in Charge of Local 
Police, Who Are Armed with Rifles— 
Seven Funerals of Mob Victims Con- 
ducted Quietly—Grand Jury Inter- 
rogates Leading Citizens Concern- 
ing Looting of Gun Store—Refugees 
Flock to Mount Vernon, Ind. 


Evansville, Ind., July 9.—After consulting: 
with Gov. Durbin over the telephone this 
afternoon Brig. Gen. McKee this evening 
ordered all troops removed from Evansville. 
The Terre Haute company left for home at, 
7:20 tonight. 
relieved from duty and the members went 
to their homes. The Vincennes company is 
left in charge of the jail and courthouse. 
The four Indianapolis companies, the Mar- 
tinsville company, and the battery with 
the gatling gun were ordered to leave for 
Indianapolis at midnight on a special train. 

The last of the troops, the Vincennes com- 
pany, will leave for home tomorrow morn- 
ing and the city will be left in charge of the 
police department, which is armed with 


rifles. 
Funerals Proceed Quietly. 


There were seven funerals today and all 
were conducted quietly. The ministers in 
one or two cases prayed for the city and 
county administrations, and said this was 
not a time for criticism, but for sympathy 
for the friends of the dead. 

Two more of the wounded are pronounced 
by the surgeons to be in a critical condition 
Adam Browski and John Bee are sinking, 
and if they die the list of fatalities will be 
increased to twelve. 

The grand jury is taking testimony on 
Monday night's shooting. Several ‘promi- 
nent citizens were examined with reference 
to any connection they might have had with 
the lodting of the gun storés by the mob. 


Refugees Reach Mount Vernon, Ind. 

Mount Vernon, Ind., July 9.—Over 200 
colored refugees from Evansville have 
reached here on trains, in vehicles, and by 
walking. They report that they were warned 
to leave Evansville or be killed. Many re- 
ceived threats that their houses would be 
burned. Several in the delegation were 
wounded and had arms in slings. 


Negroes Ordered Out of Town. 

Sour Lake, Tex., July 9.—Word reached 
here this morning that a brakeman, Bud 
Thompson, had been shot and fatally wound- 
ed by a negro at Nome Junction. ' Thomp- 
s0n’s condition is reported critical. . 

Indignation was expressed, and in.a few 
minutes notices were posted in twenty-five 
or thirty conspicuous places about town. 
They read: 

“ Nigger, don’t let the sun go down on you 
in Sour Lake tonight.”’ 

Many negroes hastily left the city. Over 
fifty left for Houston and Beaumont. The 
exodus continued tonight, and many walked 
out of town. 

Tonight two camps of negroes, one in tho 
“Shoe String” district of the oil field, and 
the other composed of construction forces 
of the Southern Pacific, were raided by a 
mob of 500 men. The blacks fied precipi- 
tately. About 100 shots were fired. It is 
hot known whether any of the negroes were 
killed or wounded, as the shooting was in 
the darkness. 


NEGRO AUTHOR VOICES PROTEST 


Paul Laurence Dunbar Sees Incongrui- 
ty in Colored Race Celebrating Fourth 
Amid Reports of Lynchings. 


The recent race riots at Evansville, follow 
ing so closely on similar occurrences at Belle- 
ville and Wilmington, have caused Pau! Lau- 
rence Dunbar, the negro author, to write the 
following note of protest to THe TRIBUNB: 

“ Belleville, Wilmington, Evansville, the 
fourth of July, and Kisheneff, a curious com- 
bination, and yet one replete with a ghastly 
humor. Sitting with closed lips over our own 
bloody deeds, we accomplish the fine trony of 
a protest to Russia. Contemplating with 
placid eyes the destruction of all the decla- 
ration of independence and the constitution 
stood for, we celebrate the thing which our 
own action proclaims we do not believe in. 

“ But it is over and done. The fourth its 
come and gone. The din has ceased and the 
smoke has cleared away. Nothing remains 
but the litter of it all and a few reflections. 
The skyrocket has ascended, the firecrackers 
have burst, the roman candies have sput- 
tered, the ‘nigger . chasers’—a pertinent 
American name—have run their course, and 
we have celebrated a nation’s birthday. Yes, 
and we black folks have celebrated. Dear- 
born street and Armour avenue have been 
all life and light. Not even the Jew and the 
Chinaman have been able to outdo us in thé 
display of loyalty. And we have done It ali 
because we have not stopped to think just | 
how little it means to us. 

“The papers are full of the reports of peon- 
age in Alabama. A new and more dastardly 
slavery there has arisen to replace the old. 
For the sake of re@nslaving the negro, the 
constitution has been trampled under foot, 
the rights of man have been laughed out of 
court, and the justice of God has been made 
a jest—and we celebrate. 

“Every wire, no longer from the south 
alone, brings us news of a new hanging or a 
new burning—some recent outrage against a 
helpless people, some fresh degradation of 
an already degraded race. One man sins and : 


a whole nation suffers. And we celebrate. 
Like dark cloud, preguant with terror

DUNNE—Finley Peter Dunne, the creator of 
Dooley.’’ 

“What inspired the creation of ‘Mr. 
Dooley '?”’ 

“In 1893 I wrote a sketch in which Jim 
McGarry was the principal figure. It then 
occurred to me to invent a mythical charac- 
ter and have him Giscuss in the same vein 
matters of local interest. ‘In these dialect 
editorials, for that is what the Dooley papers 
in reality’are, it would be possible to pre- 
sent subjects which would not interest the 
reader in straight English and which per- 
haps a newspaper would not care to take 
responsibility for in any other form. So 
‘Martin Dooley’ was invented. He has 
no living original.” 

James McGarry, a Chicago saloonkeeper, 
a philosophizer, with rich, rolling brogue, 
deliberate manner, and perpetual readiness 
to deliver himself of his opinions for the en- 
lightenment of his patrons, inspired the first 
Dooley story. 

It was when Jay Gould died that McGarry 
read an account of the funeral and unbur- 
dened his mind of remarks so lusciously 
humorous that Mr. Dunne, who was an 
auditor, put them on paper and published 
them as the utterances of one McNarry. 
McGarry, unflattered, so protested that 
discretion. became the better part of valor, 
and the Celtic oracle in print was thereupon 
christened Martin Dooley.” 

Mr. Dunne ts described as “an affable 
young man who shaves without compromise, 
revealing a face of frank and Celtic cast. 
His shoulders are broad, his legs slightly 
bowed, his height no greater than that of 
the average American woman. The scru- 
tinizing glance which he turns upon his 
friends is the result not of curiosity but of 
nearsightedness, and to mitigate this af- 
fliction he wears glasses which he frequently 
and delicately adjusts.” 

There are few occasions on which he is not 
in buoyant spirits, and he laughs with even 
more ease than he writes. Those with him 
also laugh, though sometimes with the 
wrong side of the mouth, for his humor bites 
like apollinaris—or something stronger. 

For the rest, he dresses well, likes the 
most aspiring part of bohemia, is not averse 
to fashion, and has leanings toward golf. 

Mr. Dooley on Alaska as a gold field: 

“ Well, sir,’ said Mr. Hennessy, “ that 
Alaska’s th’ g-reat place. I thought ‘twas 
nawthin’ but an iceberg with a few seals 
roostin’ on it, an’ wan or two hundherd 
Ohio politicians that can’t be killed on ac- 
count iv th’ threaty iv Pawris. But here 
they tell me ‘tis fairly smothered in goold. 
A man stubs his toe on th’ ground an’ lifts 
th’ top off iv a goold mine. Ye go to bed

| INTERESTING TRADE 


GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. 


The hum of the thrasher in the southwest 
iz not encouraging te the early assumption 
that the 100,000,000 bu wheat crop of Kansas 
is to come on the market fast enough to bea 
Serious weight 6n prices. Most of the actual 
harvesting returns so far received show dis- 
appointing yields, and such reports have 
formed the basis for much of the advance in 
prices the last day or two. Whether those 
Kansas farmers who are getting small yields 
have more time to wire their commission men 
about-it, and thefr reports are not to be taken 
as a fair sample for the state, or whether 
they indicate a general falling off in actual 
bushels from the rosy expectations just prior 
to harvest, remains to be seen. Advices to 
the daily trade bulletin still claim an-aver- 
age yield of 17 bu for the state. There were 
reports yesterday, however, from one of two 
points in McPherson county of yields of 
10 and 11 bu per acre, where 18 bu to 22 bu 
“had been expected. There were reports of an 


and of 10 bu at Coffeeville. There was no ex- 
planation whether these reports were from 
soft winter or hard winter wheat fields, a 
rather important matter, as the soft winter 
wheat in Kansas was seriously damaged, as 
all authorities agree. But the Kansas City 
market advanced lc to 1\c, a fair indieation 
that results are not altogether what was 
hoped for, and most advices from the south- 
west agree that there is more inclination on 
the part of farmers to stack their wheat and 
hold it than usual, and that the early move- 
ment will be light..

How- 
ever, many reports are being received to the 
effect that a good deal of damage was done 
before the advent of rains. Some experienced

haps disappointing in volume. On the other 
hand, more take the position that such re- 
ports are to be expected and that a good aver -

would be tenable. There are fears expressed 
of the effect of hot winds, especially in South 
Dakota.

| Residents of Fifteenth Ward Convert a 


REAL ESTATE VALUES GO UP PER- 
HAPS TEN PER CENT. 


President Gray of the Board of Assess- 

ors Estimates That the Figures This 

Year Will Shew That Property Is 

- Worth One-Tenth More than It Was 

a Year Ago—Every Care Taken to 

Arrive at the True Values, as Estab- 
lished by Recent Sales. 


It fs believed that the total vafation of 
Chicago real estate, as prepared by the 
board of assessors, will show an advance of 
10 per cent over that of a year ago. The 
assessment roll will not be ready for the 
board of review until Aug. 1, but the work 
has advanced sufficiently to bring from Pres- 
ident James J. Gray of the board of assess- 
ors the statement that the increase in the 
valuation of real estate will be nearly that 
of the amounts stated. 

“It is impossible to give an accurate state- 
ment concerning the valuation of Chicago 
real estate as prepared by the board of as- 
sessors,’’ said President Gray yesterday, 
“but I think that it*will not be far from 10 
per cent higher than it was a year ago. The 
assessed valuation of Chicago real estate 
in 1902 was $252,784,856, which was increased 
by the board of review to $297,749,962. It 
must be remembered that there has been 
no general revision of Chicago real estate 
values since four years ago, when the new 
law went into effect. 

“The board of assessors hag made every 
effort to ascertain the actual value of real 
estate, and will base its returns on the price 
of property as recorded in real estate sales. 
In every block in the city sufficient property 
has changed hands to enable the board to 
secure a fairly accurate conception of the 
value of property. The natural advance in 
the value of realty and the improvements 
that have been made in the way of buildings, ° 
street pavements, etc., will bring up the 
total value of real estate in the city to.a 
point 10 per cent higher than last year, un- 
less I am greatly in error. 

“The assessors have taken such care in 
preparing their figures that it is not likely 
that the board of review will need to make 
any horizontal advance, as was done last 
year. 

Fifty books comprising the assessment 
rolls of personal property in the south town 
and twenty-eight country towns were turned 
over to the board of review yesterday. It is 
expected that the ten books of Hyde Park 
will be ready for the reviewfng board tomor- 
row. As fast as they are ready the five 
books of Lake, five of Lake View, ten in the 
west town, five in the north town, and one in 
Jefferson will be turned over to the board. 

Persons whose names do not appear on the 
list will be summoned before the board be- 
ginning July 20 to show reasons why they 
should not be assessed.

In an effort to secure the final settlement 
of an estate in which the governor of Ice- 
land is interested, and which has been pend- 
ing In the probate court since 1891, Attorney 
BE. A. Sherburne was cited before Judge Cut- 
ting yesterday to show cause why he should 
not be denied the privilege of practicing in 
that court.

The railroad commissioner of Texas seems 
to be determined to make the Rock Island 
subservient to its wishes or drive it out 
of business in that state. 

Railroad Commissioner Mayfield has 
recommended that suit be instituted by At- 
torney General Bell for the forfeiture of 
the charter of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Texas railway company for alleged viola- 
tion of the law itn its connection with the 
Rosenbaum Grain company of Fort Worth 
and Chicago. The other members of the 
commission, it is said, favor a milder course, 
although a majority of the commission may 
yet order the institution of a suit to for- 
feit the charter. 

Notwithstanding this enmity of the Texas 
railroad commission, the Rock Island ts 
achieving excellent results in settling up 
northwest Texas. Within the next few 
months something like a million acres of 
patented railroad lands in Dallam county, 
Tex., will be placed on the market, and 
some 500 Boer families have been induced 
to locate there.
